Within a week or ten days 
after the President signs’ the 
bill, Provost Marshal-General Crow- 
der has indicated, will be held 
the registration for the 13,000,- 
000 men affected and the beginning 
made on the increased American 
army expected to bring victory to the 
allied cause before the end of next 
year. 

The “work-or-fight’” amendment 
was changed in the Senate yester- 
day so as not to apply to strikers 
who submit their disputes to the War 
Labor Board. 

In its modified form, the amend- 
ment provides that men on strike 
shall not lose classification if they 
eubmit their grievances to the War 
Labor Board, and return to work. 

Grouping of new registrants into 
three general classes, including those 
between 19 and 21, 31 and 36, and 
from 36 to 45, as proposed by the 
Provost Marshal-General, it was ex- 
plained officially today, is not intend- 
ed to be used for the deferment of 
calling any one of these classes into 
service. 

To Facilitate Classification. 


The purpose of this separation is 
to facilitate classification and make 
men quickly available to meet draft 
malls. The only deferment contem- 
plated by the War Department is 
that of the 18-19 year men, whose 
summons to the colors will be post- 
poned as long as possible to carry 
out the educational program now be- 
ing arranged. 

Recruits immediately necessary to 
organize additional units will be 
drawn from men in Class 1 between 
19 and 45 until this reservoir has 
been exhausted, but it is foreseen 
that these men may be used up in 
some local districts before they are 
in others. In such localities, those 
between 18 and 19 will be summoned 
at once.

Exact occupation, status and place 
of employment, and names of em- 
ployers also are demanded. As a 
final point the card requires names 
and addresses of nearest relatives, 
and place where the registrant ordi- 
narily receives mail. This is desired 
to eliminate the difficulties that local 
exemption boards have had in keep- 
ing in touch with men registered in 
their districts. 


50,000 WORKERS TO GET RAISE 


Bridgeport, Conn., Plants Affected 
by Award. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Wage 
increases to all workers now receiv- 
ing less than 78 cents an hour In 66 
plants in the munitions and related 
industries of Bridgeport, Conn., are 
provided in an award of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board umpire. 
The decision affects some 50,000 
workers. The award establishes a 
minimum wage of 42 cents an hour 
for male workers, 21 years or ove~, 
and a minimum of 32 cents an hour 
for female workers, 18 years or 
over. It provides that women per- 
forming the same work as men shall 
receive the same pay.

mixed flour containing 80 per cent 
wheat flour and 20 per cent substi- 
tute cereals. 

All present baking regulations in 
conflict with the new  plan- are! 
rescinded, including the half and/| 
half regulation controlling flour sales 
to householders and that permitting 


bakers to use only 70 per cent of 
their normal supply of wheat flour. | 

All rationing of bread among the. 
allied nations will be discontinued 
and plenty of the new “victory 
bread” is assured the civil povula- 
tions at a time when the wheat situ- 
ation in Germany and Austria is any- 
thing but promising. 

Ready-mixed flour in the propor- 
tions allowed by the Food Adminis- 
tration, in accordance with its mill- 
ing standards, will be available for 
purchase by householders, although 
this is not compllsory. They are 
urged, however, to buy the ready- 
mixed victory flour, but where pure 
wheat flour is purchased, the regu- 
lations require retailers to sell 20 per 
cent of substitutes at the same time 
to each purchaser. The Food Aq- 
ministration relies on householders | 
voluntarily to mix their bread in the 
same 80-20 proportion required of | 
bakers. | 

All so-called ‘‘victory flours” may | 
be sold without substitutes, the regu- | 
lations provide, but at no greater | 
price from the miller, wholesaler or 
retailer than in the case of standard 
wheat flour. 

Whole wheat or graham flour may 
be used without substitutes, but it 
must contain at least 95 per cent of 
the wheat berry. 

Manufacturers of alimentary 
pastes and wheat breakfast foods are 
limited to their normal consumption 
of wheat or wheat flour with the un- 
derstanding that they are not to un- 
duly expand their ordinary consump- 
tion, and the rules prohibiting the 
starting of new plants ready for 
operation prior to July 1, 1918, are 
rescinded.

BRITISH TANKS GREAT AID IN 


WEAKENING ENEMY MORALE 


Score of Villages and Strong Points 
Taken and Great Number of Ger- 
mans Made Prisoners.

ON THE BRITISH FRONT, Tues- 
day, Aug. 27.—In the five days that 
the British tanks have been operat- 
ing on this battle front of 23 miles 
they have weakened perceptibly the 
German morale. 

At Loupart Wood the Germans 
concentrated enough machine guns 
upon half a dozen tanks to slaughter 
a division of infantry, but without 
damage to the tanks. More than a 


| score of villages and strong points 


have been successfully attacked by 
them, and then were taken by in- 
fantry Among places so captured 
were Roiry, Decquerelle, Royelles, 
Moyonville, Hamelencourt, Cour- 
celles, Evillers, Ablaine, Abja, Blain- 
ville, Gozecourt, Behagnes, Sapic- 
nies, Bizucourt, Bienvillers, Favreuil, 
Le Bapaume, Grevillers, Chiugnoles, 
Herleville and Chines. 

The tanks took a leading part in 
the capture of Favreuil. The great- 
est execution they did was in St. 
Martin’s Wood, where the Austra- 
lians took 3000 prisoners, and where 
veterans say they never saw so many 
dead Germans in such a small radi- 
us. 

Many tanks have done from 
to 1000 miles during the battle. 

At Gomiecourt, in the moonlight, 
12 tanks suddenly appeared before 
the Fortieth Saxons. The tanks s0 
demoralized them that 700 surren- 
dered to the English infantry after 
a short fight.

FRANCE, Tuesday, Aug. 27, mid- 
night—Driven from the high ground 
protecting Peronne on the west and 
forced beyond the Hindenburg line 
in the region of Arras, the Germans 
are fighting desperately, but appar- 
ently with much confusion, to stay 
the British attacks in the region of 
Bapaume. 

Since noon today heavy reinforce- 
ments have been put into the enemy 
line in the Bapaume region and his 
resistance there has stiffened. Ap- 
parently the use of these reinforce- 
ments is for the purpose of giving 
the enemy time to dig in on a line 
paralleling the Canal du Nord on 
the west. Whether he will be able to 
hold this line is very doubtful... His 


' next defense line east would be be- 


hind the Canal du Nord, about six 
miles east of Bapaume. 

Along the Somme, in spite of stub- 
born resistance, the British have 
pushed the Germans off the high 
ground between Maricourt and the 
river. South of the river they rave 
reached Dompierre, six miles west of 
Peronne.

Mrs. Bowers, wife of the su- 
perintendent, acting as matron, and 
a corps of workers in the well 
equipped cannery, for six weeks have 
been busily filling can upon can, but 
fruits and vegetables waxed more 
vigorous and luxuriant until there 
came a day when tomatoes, ripe cu- 
cumbers, pearl onions and red pep- 
pers piled up overwhelmingly. 
Hoover Helpers Volunteer. 

It was here, as oft before, that one 
of the far flung resources of Mr. 
Hoover's conservation organization 
rose to the emergency. The commu- 
nity canneries, of which there are 
four in the city under the Food Ad- 
ministration, with Mrs. David Mc- 
Williams as supervisor, were asked 
for volunteers who would join a 
day’s canning bee. 

Forty women responded. They 
gathered at the central cannery, the 
Laclede Gas Co.’s kitchen, at Elev- 
enth and Olive streets, to be con- 
veyed out to 5800 Arsenal street in 
a motor truck. 

When they had packed them- 
selves in there was not room to sit, 
so the women, in their spruce white 
Hoover aprons and caps, stood al] 
the way, incidentally providing an- 
other example in conservation, the 
economizing of space and _. trans- 
portation equipment, while at the 
same time they absorbed an im- 
pression, symbolically, of what a 
rough road it is over the hills to :ne 
poorhouse. 

The response to his S O S _evi- 
dently was more than Dr. Bowers 
had bargained for. There was not 
room for 40 women in the cannery. 
Promptly the women sized up the 
43 bushels of produce and decided 
the party could be divided into two 
shifts and the job finished as per 
schedule by 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

What to do with the extra shift 
was no problem at all for conserva- 
tionists, either. They would § im- 
prove the shining hour inspecting 
the institution they helped to sup- 
port. And Dr. Bowers, nothing 
loath, would embrace the opportu- 
nity to profit by the advice, com- 
mendation or criticism of these ex- 
pert housekeepers on his conduct of 
the institution. 

Praise Is Unanimous. 

There could be only praise for the 
cleanliness. order, system, peace, 
comfort, almost luxury in some 
places, as the women passed through 
the wards, and the kindly doctor and 
his sympathetic wife must have been 
much gratified at the unanimity 
and heartiness of approval of their 
efforts, many as were the sighs de- 
ploring the necessity for such an in- 
stitution.

from the institution's own looms, 
were rows of rocking chairs in the 
most part by very aged women. All 
wore fresh calico gowns, some of 
them white caps, and nearly all were 
occupied with a bit of needlework, 
knitting or reading.

A STUNT FOR MR. FOLK. 

HE State Senatorial campaign having been 

pitched to a high, esthetic tone, Judge Spen- 

cer seems to have gone his Democratic op-

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Dry Amendment's Legality. 

AARON A. FERRIS in the Olio Law Report. 

SERIOUS question has been raised 

in the General Assembly of New York 
by Hon. Eliot Tuckerman, who contends 
the prohibition amendment was not legally 
and constitutionally before the State for 
action because the two houses of Congress 
had voted to submit this amendment bya 
minority of the Senate and less than the 
required number of the House when the 
Constitution requires that amendments 
must be submitted by two-thirds of both 
houses. Certifications from the Clerks of 
the Senate and House indicate 47 of the 
96 Senators voted yea and § voted nay on 
the proposal, and of 433 members of the 
house only 282 voted for the proposal. A 
simple calculation in arithmetic shows 64 
would be two-thirds of the members of 
the Senate and 289 would be two-thirds 
of the House. 

The questions involved in this proposed 
amendment are so momentous and vital 
as to call for elaborate argument. It might 
well be argued the proposed amendment 
trenches upon sumptuary legislation and 
paternalism. For example, if the Federal) 
Constitution can be amended to prohibit 
the sale and manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors, what is to prevent the proposal by 
Congress and submission to the Legisla- 
tures of the 48 states of an amendment 
trenches upon sumptuary legislation pre- 
venting the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes, or providing that the people 
shall go to church at least once every Sun- 
day? 

The simple inquiry is, what does Article 
5 of the Constitution mean when it says 
“two-thirds of both houses” are required 
to propose amendments to the Constitu- 
tion? But according to the certification 
of the Clerks of the Senate and House, less 
than two-thirds of both houses proposed 
the Prohibition amendment. * * ® 

We need look no further than the sec- 
tions and paragraphs quoted from Articles 
1, 2 and 5 for light as to what the Con- 
stitution means when it provides for the 
method of mending the Constitution. A 
search for judicial decision defining the 
terms “majority,” or “two-thirds,” fails to 
disclose their meaning has been deter- 
mined judicially. When we find the name 
House or Senate as used in the Constitu- 
tion, there is no room for question as to 
their meaning. No jugglery can give to 
either name the meaning of a quarter, a 
third, a majority, or any other fraction. It 
means the whole House or whole Senate, 
whatever the number composing the body. 

In Article 11, Section 2, paragraph 2, 
the President is given the power to make 
treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators 
present concur. In these instances alone 
do we find specific definitions and limita- 
tions as to what number may or may not 
do. Applying the well-known maxim “ex- 
pressio unius est exclusio alterius’” (to ex- 
press the one is to exclude the alternative) 
we are justified in claiming two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives aré necessary when 
Congress undertakes to propose amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 

But the strongest evidence is to be found 
in Article 5 itself. The article stands alone, 
without subdivision into sections or para- 
graphs. It relates to a subject distinct and 
apart from any other article, section or 
paragraph of the Constitution. And when 
that article declares that “Congress, when- 
ever two-thirds of both houses shall deem 
it necessary, shall propose amendments to 
this Constitution,” it means what it says, 
and that a fraction of elther house less 
than two-thirds of the members of that 
house cannot propose amendments to the 
Federal Constitution.
